....SSU’s  history 
begins  ini 923  when  the 
ground  is  broken  for  a 
normal  school,  a  school 
for  training  students  to  be 
elementary  school  teach¬ 
ers.  The  first  “leader”  is 
William  J.  Holloway,  a  fel¬ 
low  Wicomico  teacher 
and  administrator. 

When  the  school 
opens  it  consists  of  one 
building,  known  today  as 
Holloway  Hall.  The  first 
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Women  win  the  right  to  vote 
with  the  19th  Amendment. 


class  (1925)  consists  of 
105  students,  all  female. 
However,  males  are  soon 
allowed  to  attend  as  day 
students. 

The  school  begins 
with  only  eight  teachers 
but  by  the  end  of  the  de¬ 
cade  the  school  has  a 
budget  of  almost  $50,000 
for  36  positions. 

Literary  societies 
provide  the  only  two  clubs 
on  the  campus  (The 


Bagleans  and  The 
Carneans).  The  clubs 
main  activities  are  basket¬ 
ball  games,  spelling  bees, 
and  musical  reviews. 
Each  resident  student  be¬ 
longs  to  one  or  the  other 
because  this  is  the  social 
fabric  of  the  school. 

Also  during  the 
20’s  the  official  school  col¬ 
ors,  maroon  and  gold,  are 
chosen  and  the  school 
seal  is  designed.  The  first 
yearbook  (EVERGREEN) 
and  newspaper  (HOLLY 
LEAF)  are  also  published. 
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The  radio  becomes  a  national  pastime  for 
families.  They  gather  around  to  listen  to 
news,  comedy,  and  variety  shows.

The  30’s  brings 
expansion  to  the  school. 
“Holloway  Hall”  is  reno¬ 
vated  by  building  a  new 
wing. 

Also  expanding  is 
the  cirriculum.  Originally 
the  school  only  had  a  two- 
year  program  but  it  is  now 
expanded  to  three  years 
and  other  studies  like  art 
and  music  are  added. 
Soon  the  teaching  pro¬ 
gram  becomes  an  el¬ 


ementary  education  four- 
year  degree  program. 

However,  the  de¬ 
pression  has  hit  and  the 
Salisbury  State  Normal 
School  is  slated  for  clo¬ 
sure.  Faculty,  staff,  stu¬ 
dents,  and  community 
members  rally  together  to 
save  the  school.  Also 
during  this  time  social  life 
and  athletics  are  rapidly 
changing.  Senior  resi¬ 
dents  are  allowed  to  “walk 


out  with  a  man  of  her 
choice  as  long  as  he  is 
approved  by  [the]  [s]ocial 
[d]i rector”  and  to  stay  up 
until  midnight  to  study.  A 
varsity  basketball  team  is 
organized  and  other 
sports  like  tennis,  fencing, 
and  wrestling  become 
popular.  Sports  becomes 
a  recruiting  tool  for  the 
school. 

Route  13  is  also 
being  built  during  this  time 
allowing  easier  travel  to 
Salisbury  and  surround¬ 
ing  areas. 
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LIFE  magazine  debuts  and 
brings  photojournalism  to 
light. 
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America  turned  to  Hollywood  to  cure  their 
Depression  blues.  Clark  Gable,  Cary  Grant, 
Spencer  Tracy,  Errol  Flynn,  Jean  Harlow, 
Greta  Garbo,  and  Katherine  Hepburn  are 
the  leading  actors  and  actresses. 


Aerody¬ 
namics  is  a 
focus  point 
in  daily  life.

The  Great  Depression  brings  1 5  million  un¬ 
employed  people,  stock  prices  80%  below 
their  original  prices,  and  9  million  savings 
account  wiped-out.  During  this  time  9,000 
banks  go  out  of  business,  wages  fall  an  av¬ 
erage  of  60%,  and  86,000  business  fail. 
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Monopoly  is  the  most  popu¬ 
lar  boardgame  in  an  era  that 
amassing  fortune  is  only  a 
dream.

However,  the  school 
soon  drops  tuition  for  edu¬ 
cation  students  because  of  a 
shortage  of  teachers  due  to 
the  war. 

Due  to  the  war  many 
life-style  changes  take  place. 
Costumes  and  decorations 
for  balls  and  dances  are 
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With  the  returning  GIs  the 
baby  boom  begins  and  con¬ 
tinues  into  the  following  de¬ 
cades. 


made  without  paper  to  con¬ 
tribute  to  the  conservation 
war  effort  and  many  of  the 
faculty  and  staff  join  war  ef¬ 
forts  home  and  abroad. 

The  first  profes¬ 
sional  society  is  established 
on  campas  (Future  Teachers 
of  America).  The  school 
also  receives  accredidation 
from  the  American  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Teachers  Colleges. 

When  the  war  ends 


many  soldiers  flock  back  to 
college  causing  the  need  for 
more  athletic  programs  and 
housing  for  men  and  by  the 
end  of  the  decade  half  of  the 
students  are  men. 

Study  Abroad  pro¬ 
grams  are  established,  a 
nursing  curriculum  is  first 
offered,  and  the  first  bach¬ 
elor  of  arts  degree  is  “con¬ 
ferred.” 

At  the  end  of  the  de¬ 
cade,  the  focus  of  the  school 
switches  from  teaching  to 
liberal  arts. 


Due  to  the  war  and  american  men  going  to 
fight,  women  enter  the  workforce  and  soon 
make  up  over  one-third  of  the  workforce. 


The  “Jitter¬ 
bug”  dance 
and  juke¬ 
boxes  are  all 
the  craze.

With  a  decade  fo¬ 
cused  on  expansion,  the  first 
student  activity  center 
opens,  consisting  of  a  book¬ 
store,  snack  bar,  and  post 
office  in  the  basement  of 
Holloway  Hall. 

A  soda  fountain  and 
dance  floor  are  also  added  to 
the  student  center  giving  the 
students  the  first  on-campus 
place  to  socialize  and  hang 
out.

Polio  becomes  one  of  the 
most  dreaded  diseases  with 
almost  58,000  cases  in  1952. 
Dr.  Jonas  Salk  developes  a 
vaccine  and  it  is  pronounced 
safe  and  effective  in  1955 
elievating  the  fears  of  many. 


After  the  State 
Board  of  Education  ap¬ 
proves  a  six-year  building 
program  for  STC,  Wicomico 
Hall  is  built,  the  first  new 
building  in  the  school’s  his¬ 
tory.  Also  included  in  the 
building  program  is  a  plan 
for  a  new  demonstration 
school  (Caruthers  Hall),  li¬ 
brary,  men’s  gym,  and  ath¬ 
letic  field.  Caruthers  Hall 
and  Blackwell  Library  are 


the  next  two  buildings  to  be 
built. 

Starting  a  tradition, 
the  first  national  honor  so¬ 
ciety,  Phi  Alpha  Theta,  is 
established  for  history  stu¬ 
dents. 


Stock  car  racing  begins  gaining  popularity 
and  the  first  Daytona  500  was  held  in  1959. 
Rocky  Marciano  defends  his  crown  six 
times  and  is  the  only  heavy-weight  boxing 
professional  to  retire  undefeated. 
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3-D  movies 
are  first  pro¬ 
duced  and 
become  all 
the  rage. 


Rock-N-Roll  explodes  in  the  fifties  with 
greats  like  Bill  Haley  and  Comets,  Elvis 
Presley,  Buddy  Holly,  Little  Richard,  and 
Chuck  Berry.  James  Dean  gains  popularity 
in  the  motion  picture  world  in  the  early  50’s. 


1950  -  The  Korean  War 
begins  and  takes  more  than 
50,000  american  lives 

1951  -  “I  Love  Lucy” 
debutes  and  becomes  one 
of  the  most  watched  shows 


1954  -  U.S.  Supreme  Court 
rules  racial  segregation  in 
public  education  unconsti¬ 
tutional 


1955  -  Rosa  Parks  refuses  to 
give  up  her  bus  seat  to  a 
white  man  which  leads  civil 
right  laws  and  hurricane 
Diane  starts  ripping  up  the 
east  coast 
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America  becomes  infatu¬ 
ated  with  cars.  Tail  fins, 
fancy  grills,  chrome  trim,  V-  j 
8  engines,  and  convertibles 
are  all  the  fad.  The  fancy  j: 
with  cars  leads  to  drive-in 
movies  and  diners. 


1958  -  The  first  successful 
U.S.  satellite  is  launched  and 
NASA  is  formally  estab¬ 
lished. 


At  the  beginning  of 
the  decade  the  suggestion 
that  the  school  may  become 
part  of  the  state  university 
system  is  circling  and  in 
1963  the  school  officially 
becomes  a  state  school  tak¬ 
ing  on  the  name  Salisbury 
State  College.  The  seagull 
is  named  the  school  mascot. 
Old  traditions  go  by  the 
wayside  as  new  ones  arrive. 
The  junior  college  program 
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also  ends  as  the  new  era  of 
the  school  begins. 

The  school  also 
starts  for  the  first  time  a 
credit  exchange  program 
with  the  University  of  Mary¬ 
land  Eastern  Shore,  allow¬ 
ing  students  to  get  a  wide 
variety  of  classes  without 
the  headache  of  worrying 
about  credits  transferring. 

The  Tawes  Gym  and 
President’s  home  are  built  in 


the  early  sixties  and  soon  to 
follow  is  a  new  science 
building.  An  infirmary  and 
art  gallery  are  also  added  to 
the  campus. 

By  the  middle  of  the 
decade  enrollment  doubles 
from  just  ten  years  ago  to 
over  600  students. 

The  first  literary 
magazine,  “Scarab,”  is  pub¬ 
lished  and  boast  literary 
works  of  faculty  and  stu¬ 
dents.

The  Berlin  Wall  is  constructed  to  keep  East 
Berlin  citizens  from  fleeing  to  West  Ger¬ 
many.  This  symbolizes  to  everyone  the  di¬

Starting  new  tradi¬ 
tions  and  moving  on  to  a 
college  image,  the  demon¬ 
stration  school  on  campus 
closes  and  students  go  to  lo¬ 
cal  school  to  get  their  teach¬ 
ing  experience.  New  tradi¬ 
tions  are  added  like  gradua¬ 
tion,  homecoming,  and 
cheerleading. 

Choptank  Hall 
opens,  the  first  co-ed  dorm. 
Also  the  Blackwell  Library 


is  renovated  and  triples  in 
size.  The  Benn  Maggs 
Physical  Activities  Center  is 
built  and  ground  across  Rte 
13  is  purchased  for  athletic 
fields. 

Sports  and  Organi¬ 
zations  are  added  and  ex¬ 
panded  during  the  decade. 
Football  becomes  an  inter¬ 
collegiate  sport  and  La¬ 
crosse  becomes  a  team 
sport.  Students  organize  and 


establish  a  radio  station, 
WSSC.  The  drama  group 
becomes  the  SSC  Theatre 
and  becomes  recognized 
across  the  state.  The  news¬ 
paper  changes  its  name  to 
“SSC  Flyer.” 

Socially,  students 
over  the  legal  drinking  age 
can  now  consume  alcohol  in 
dorm  rooms.  The  first  three 
social  fraternity  chapters  are 
also  established.  The  “Fri¬ 
day  Nights  Flicks  Series”  is 
offered  to  give  the  students 
something  to  do  on  the 
weekends. 
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Sesame  Street  debuts, 
transfroming  children  tele¬ 
vision  and  All  in  the  Fam¬ 
ily  is  the  top  rated  show  for 
five  consecutive  seasions.

The  style  in  the  seventies  is  long.  Women 
have  long  dresses  that  skimmed  the  ground 
and  men  have  long  hair  and  sideburns. 
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In  1970  many  colleges  cam¬ 
puses  held  protests  against 
the  government  actions  be¬ 
ing  taken  in  Southeast  Asia. 
Some  led  to  violent  disrup¬ 
tions.

1974  -  President  Nixon  re¬ 
signs  from  office  and  Hank 
Aaron  hits  his  715th 
homerun  beating  Babe 
Ruth’s  record  for  the  most 
homeruns  in  a  career 


1977  -  The  world  loses  to 
musical  greats,  Elvis  Presley 
and  Bing  Crosby 

1978  -  The  first  “test  tube” 
baby  is  born 
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The  college  restruc¬ 
tures  its  academic  program. 
Five  schools  are  established, 
Business,  Liberal  Arts,  Math 
and  Science,  Nursing,  and 
Professional  Studies. 

Expanding  the  orien¬ 
tation  program,  the  school 
now  offers  trips  in  lieu  of  the 
traditional  classroom  ap¬ 
proach  to  freshman  students. 
The  most  popular  is  the  trip 
to  Algonquin. 


Franklin  P.  Perdue 
leads  the  pack  as  he  is  the 
first  to  endow  a  school.  As 
a  result  the  business  school 
is  renamed  the  Franklin  P. 
Perdue  School  of  Business. 
Later  Richard  A.  Henson 
endows  the  Science  &  Tech¬ 
nology  school  and  Charles 
R.  and  Martha  N.  Fulton  en¬ 
dow  the  School  of  Liberal 
Arts. 

Soon  the  college 


takes  another  huge  step  as 
they  change  their  name 
Salisbury  State  University 
reflecting  their  position  in  the 
University  of  Maryland  sys¬ 
tem. 

A  new  University 
Center  opens  and  the  book¬ 
store  and  post  office  are  re¬ 
located  to  the  center. 

The  women’s  field 
hockey  team  wins  the 
school’s  first  NCAA  division 
III  championship.  Sammy 
the  Seagull  also  gets  a 
facelift  to  update  his  look. 
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TV  family  shows  are  a  hit. 
The  most  popular  shows  are 
The  Cosby  Show,  Cheers, 
and  Golden  Girls 
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Big  hair  and  bright  colors  are  in  fashion. 
Girls  have  high  bangs.  Multiple  socks  worn 
pushed  down  is  also  in. 


HIV  is  iden¬

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Now  as  a  university, 
the  school  takes  on  a  new 
image.  Fulton  Hall  is  dedi¬ 
cated  and  a  honors  program 
is  set  up,  later  known  as 
Bellavance  Honor  program. 
The  campus  attains  National 
Arboretum  status. 

Distance  learning  is 
established  allowing  schools 
to  offer  classes  that  are  usu¬ 
ally  not  offered  to  the  stu¬ 
dents.

serves  as  a  marketing  tool 
and  teachers  use  it  as  a 
teaching  tool  in  class.  Com¬ 
puter  ports  are  put  in  every 
dorm  room  allowing  easy 
access  to  the  world  wide 
web  for  the  students. 

WSUR,  the  campus 
radio  station  now  has  a  FM 
station  and  hosts  the  first  on- 
campus  concert  known  as 
Gullapalozza. 

Sports  also  enters 


national  recognition  with 
two  national  title  for  the  la¬ 
crosse  team  and  soon  to  fol¬ 
low  is  a  title  for  the  rugby 
team. 

The  campus  contin¬ 
ues  to  grow.  The  Commons 
is  built  housing  a  new  din¬ 
ing  hall,  bookstore,  post  of¬ 
fice,  and  offices. 

The  school  now 
boasts  over  365  instructors 
and  6,000  students.  The 
campus  has  9  residence  halls 
and  4  main  academic  halls. 
The  school  continues  to 
grow. 


Alternative  music  arises,  producing  new 
artists  like  Nirvana,  Red  Hot  Chili  Pepper, 
and  Green  Day  and  Country  music  start 
Garth  Brooks  is  dubbed  the  1st  entertain¬ 
ment  phenomenon  of  the  90’s.

It  is  said  that  this  year  the 
women’s  lacrosse  team  had  their  most 
successful  season  ever.

Unfortunately  the  team  fell  to  St. 
Mary’s,  13-14,  after  the  ruling  of  a 
questionable  circumstance  made  by 
the  referee. 

One  of  the  most  exciting 
highlights  of  the  season  was  the  trip 
to  the  NCAA  Division  III  Champion¬ 
ship  game.  The  Gulls  made  it  half 
way  through  the  tournament  defeat¬ 
ing  Cortland  14-7  but  was  shot  down 
by  Middlebury  2-16.
